It is understood that any obligations as­

Columbus, Jan. (5.—As a result of the 
developments iii the Standard Oil case 
in the supreme court, Attorney General 
Monnett tiled a petition to oust the 
company from its charter in Ohio. The 
prayer of the petition is, 
That defendant be found and adjudged to 
have forfeited and surrendered its corporate 
rights, privileges, powers and franchises, and 
that it be ousted and excluded therefrom, and 
that it be dissolved, and that the said court 
appoint trustees of the creditors and stock­ 
holders of such corporations to settle the af­ 
fairs of this defendant company, collect and 
pay outstanding debts and divide among the 
stockholders the money and other property 
which remains after the payment of debts and 
necessary expenses, aud that such other relief 
be granted xii the premises, as to the court 
may seem just and proper. 
The petition sets forth eight instances 
in which it is alleged the Standard Oil 
company has violated its charier since 
its organization in 1870, specifying the 
various companies comprising the al­ 
leged trust and their capital stock. 
The company has tiled an affidavit 
that none of the records or books 
ordered produced have been destroyed 
and that its officers have declined to 
produce none except strictly private 
papers.

As told in the N e w s R e v i e w Wed­ 
nesday Marlatt went on the rampage 
again and was taken to the prison cellar, 
where his hair was cut and his beard 
shaved off. 
After this he was returned 
to his cell. 
His freedom for several 
mouths has made him feel as though he 
can do anything he wishes inside the 
institution and he has the impression 
that the officers are afraid of him. 
The length of his stay in tho (‘age will 
depend somewhat upon his behavior. 
After he was retained to his cell Mon­ 
day he amused himself by writing this 
letter to Warden Coffin : 
Columbus, ()., January 2. 
Mu. E. G. C o f f in : 
I demand that yon prodnce those 
notes that you claim to have in your 
possession that you said were written 
by me in the last three weeks, today, 
or I will denounce you as an outrageous 
liar and a low lifed sneakon traitor. 
Now, if you want to mentian your 
honor, produce them this evening. 
Respectfully, 
IRA MARLATT. 
P. S.—You must not think that I give 
a dam for what you have got. but if yon 
have anything I want to see it. 
Tuesday morning Marlatt was asked 
about the note. He was so enraged that 
he could not speak for stuttering. When 
he did find his voice he became very 
abusive and was given a dose of water 
and spanked, a punishment he has seen 
administered times without number to 
the other prisoners. 
This made him 
wild with rage. He was theu locked up 
in the cage and vowed as the doors 
closed behind him to get even with 
the officials. The officials will keep a 
close watch over him, for he is con­ 
sidered now the same dangerous pris­ 
oner he was several mouths ago when 
the guards opened his cell door to find 
him on the watch with a sharp instru­ 
ment of some kind in his hand. 
The 
officials never were able to learn where 
he secured these weapons.

AFTER A 
MAN 


When East 
Liverpool awoke this 
morning and found the city wrapped in 
tile heaviest snowfall of the season it 
Was nothing if not surprised, for last 
Hight there was no indication of a visita 
tion of the beautiful. 
It began snowing soon after midnight 
aud continued until daybreak when it 
gradually grew less until at 8 o’clock 
only a few flakes were falling. 
Then it 
began to rain, and the hopes of those 
who had seen the best sleighing of the 
season in their mind’s eve showed signs 
of failing. 
The snow looked well on 
paved streets aud on country roads, but 
the latter were not prepared for it. Yes 
terday morning they were deep in mud 
and the freeze of the early evening was 
not sufficient to make sleighing over 
them what is usually desired. 
Early in the morning men were at 
work in the business section shoveling 
snow and many residents cleared the 
pavements in front of their property 
Nevertheless there were a sufficient 
number who neglected the necessary ac 
tion to make walking anything but 
agreeable. 
The need of a law to com­ 
pel the clearing of pavements, or the 
enforcement of one if it happens to be 
on the books, was frequently discussed. 
Commissioner Bryau and his men 
were out at an early hour with the street 
scraper. 
To it were hitched the patrol 
and street teams, and they worked hard 
cleaning gutters. 
The object of the 
work is to so clear the spaoe on paved 
streets near the curb that when the 
enow goes off the vast amount of water 
can be carried away without difficulty. 
Heretofore water has found its way 
over the the roadway 
and freezing
